in 1M0, twenty-four years ago. after a search of 
two yeare’ duration, a plaster maak of the Bard of 
Avon was discovered. During tbis long Interval 
the faotof ito existence, despite Its being a faitbrnl 
reproduction of the poet’s face, baa been unknown 
to the world at large. The reasons for sncb a 
eanne having been pursued respecting so Impor- 
ten t a likeness of Shakespeare by the few aware of 
Its recovery will be discussed In the body of this 
article. The mere sutem ent that such a reUc has 
been brought to llgbt wUl cause a profound sensa­ 
tion In the Bbakespearlan world. Tbe mask estab- 
Itohed tbree points. Firat, aU the portraits that 
DOW endure—such as every one to familiar with— 
but remotely reMmble Shakespeare. Thelllostra- 
ttons of him in books, tbe pictures of him in thea­ 
tres and the innamerable Parian busts and en- 
gravtogs of him that ornament our walls, without 
taking Into consideration the so-called original 
paintings of him in Europe and all the portraits 
there, are all really caricatures. Second, that 
Shakespeare’s forehead was disflgnred by a deep 
and ugly wound. Tbird, that Shakespeare as he 
was to not known In art. 
TB> DlSCOVnnY OF THB KNGLISH MASK. 
In 1M8 or ’44 the effects of an old Qerman family. 
Von Kessetotadt by name, whose herediury seat 
was near Cologne, on the Rhine, were sold at 
Mayence, tee last of the line being deceased. The 
Von Kessetotadt private mnsenm, disposed of at 
tela anctton, contained a little pictore. dated 
1S87, and UbeUed, «The Death Bed of the Great 
Bngltob Poet, WUltam Shakespeare.» 
By way of 
antítbesto to the title, the scene exhibited Shakes­ 
peare lying in state, crowned with laurel or bays. 
The owner had probably not taken Into considera­ 
tion teat in England the dead were not decorated 
with snob chaplets on their death-beds, bat simply 
previous to the ftineral ceremony, or he would 
not have appended bis erroneous label to tho 
plctnre. After tbe dlspositidn of tbe little rarity 
It was not beard of again nntll IMT, when it was 
purchased In England by a Mr. Lndwlg Becker. 
Be became much Interested in it, and studied It 
with considerable enthusiasm. His examination 
wnBjafefhl and reverentj as he undoubtedly fully 
app"te«»st(9d Its*value. He said:— 
This must be a correct likeness of Shakespeare. 
How was It palntedr from the corpse directly» 
There should be sometbtng else connected with this 
reUo. It should have a key. Now, if l seek out the 
place where It was sold I shaU discover something 
M auve to It of importance. 
In accordance with this idea Becker visited May- 
ence, and, upon Inquiry, ascertained that a plaster 
Biask of tee great Englishman had hung side by 
side with tee Uttle picture for years in the Yon 
Kessetotedt moseam, and was labeUed «Mask After 
Death of tee Great EngUsh Poet, William Shake­ 
speare.» At the sale it had gone with the rest of 
the curloslUes. The buyer was unknown. 
It to on record that a member of the Von Kessel- 
■tedtfamUywM attached to an embassy from his 
ooantry to the Court of James the First, about the 
period of Shakespeare’s demise. He must have been 
present at the IhneraL Seeing tbe wax face of tbe 
poet—which it will be presently demonstrated was 
poslttvely taken—as It was exposed to view prior 
to tee ceremony, wltb the grave clothes arranged 
sbont It in imitation of tee appearance of the real 
body, and In conformity with tee usual custom of

To ipcoat«steto establish the fact that a wax 
monldwasmadeD-omthe face of Shakespeare, It 
wm be only necessary to examine tbe VouKessel- 
stadt mask, or the photographs bvm It. On the 
ndge of the nose, there to a Hat mark, evidently 
tbe effect of tbe pressure of some heavy article 
which bad been thonghtiesaly laid on tbe wax face 
ftdmwbloli tee plaster mask was cast. Had the 
impression of the poet’s face been obtained 
throngh tee medmm of a plaster mould, no such 
mark would have resulted from the weight of a 
body placed upon it. Plaster Is extremely bard 
when dry, and to capable of endnring a mnoh 
«reater strain upon Its 
surface than would 
seem possible to a superflclal observer. Neither 
conld this mark on the ridge of the nose have come 
from tee pressnre of the plaster on the skin while 
Abe arttot was iorming the mould, as the work was 
done too nicely and delicately for such a result to 
nicely and delicately 
follow, even in the case of those parts of the face 
Where teere to considerable flesh or skin. On tee 
ridge of tee note there Is hardly any flesh, while

IN A PAWNUBOKIR’S SHOP. 
Delighted to find that he had not been amiss in 
nto theory, that worthy and indefatigable gentle­ 
man, Mr. Becker, commenced a search for tbe 
mask which had kept company witb the little pic­ 
ture In tne mnsenm of the ancient Von Kessel- 
stadts. Wandering over a large portion of Europe 
In ntsqnest, his ardor and tenacity were flnallv 
rewarded at the expiration of two years.

found the mask in ÍMO in a pawnbroker's shop, 
among nails, old iron and odds and ends of similar 
worth. How excellent a repository for the mask

In IdM Hemlnge and Oondell, two triends and

complete edition of hto plays. On the title page of 
their folio is impressed a head of tbe poet, to wbioh 
is affixed tee signature of Martin Droeshout, the 
engraver. This print shows Shakespeare in the 
conrt costume ol his time. As a wort of art it la 
not skilful even lor that period. They certainly 
ksd better artists. Seven yesrs esrller Chapman's 
«Homer» had been laaued, wltb an engraving of that

nie eyes of the Stratford bust are extremely poor 
In character, the curves of the llUs having no 
grace, while tbe lids themselves are far from re­ 
sembling those natural to Shakespeare, which were 
unusually broad. This breautu to the eyelids did 
not 
lose Itself In 
tbe socket of 
the 
eye 
when 
that organ 
was 
opened 
even to its 
widest extent. On the contrary, it was stUl 
conspicuous. The eyes of tue bust have no pro­ 
tecting prominences of bone, tho whole of this im­ 
portant leatnre being tame and superflclal. Tbe 
nose IB cnrtaUed, and tho distance between It and 
the moutD to greater than to common In botn the 
foiio head and tbe Chandos. Viewed In front, the 
bust looks Irregular and out of drawing; yet Dr. 
Drake maintained that there waa a close and re­ 
markable similarity between it and the engraving 
from tbe Felton Shakespeare. 
The bast to ol life size, and was done mechani­ 
cally—by geometrical points. 
It to formed out of a block of soft stone, and waa 
formerly painted over in imitation of nature. The 
bands and lace were of flesh color, the eyes of 
light hazel, and tbe nair and beard aubnm. Tbe 
doublet or coat was scarlet, and covered with a 
loose black gown, or tabard, without sleeves; the 
upper part of the cushion upon which the bands 
reposed was green, tee under half crimson, and 
the tassels gilt.

TBH CHANDOS PORTRAIT. 
Tbe Cbandos portrait recaUs the Venetian style of 
painting from its mellowness and warmth, 
it was 
taken from llte when Shakespeare was about forty- 
three years of age. This fixes Its date 1807. It was 
originally painted for Joseph Taylor, our poet’s 
Hamlet, by his brother John, who pursued the art 
of portrait painting with some snccess in bis day. 
Taylor tee actor djlng about 1663, at the age of 
seventy, lolt it by wUl to Sir William Davenant, 
Shakespeare’s god-son,—a gentleman accounted 
by 
some 
of

relationship to our dram atist-who. In lact, openly 
declared hunself the poet’s natural son. Its subse- 
eneni owners were numerona enough. 
At the 
death of Davenant It was bought by Betterton, 
the actor, it to supposed that Betterton vol­ 
untarily offered it up at tbe shrine of Mrs. Barry’s 
beauty—tee famous Mrs. Barry, Rochester’s pnpll 
and the most charming of actresses. 
She parted 
with it for forty guineas. A Mr. Keck, of the Inner 
Temple, was the purchaser. From him It passed 
to Nlcoll, of Southgate, whose only daughter mar­ 
ried the Marquis or Caernarvon. 
While in Betterton’s possession It bad been en­ 
graved for Kowo’s edition of «Shakespeare.» 
Dnnng its transit through these various hands 
It was engraved first by Vertue and then by Uou- 


^^^tltocame the property of the Duke of Chandos 
by marriage, irom whom It gained Its name, and 
thence descended to tbe Buckingham family. 
Though superior as a likeness to either tho Strat- 
lord bnst or tee Droeshont print, it has grave dls* 
crepancles, as the American mask very perceptibly 
proves. It had been painted over ere Its conoes- 
Sion to the National Portrait Society of England, 
Its present proprietors. Desirous of restoring It 
to the oondltton It waa In prior to tee perpetra­ 
tion of that act of vandaltotn, tbe Society placed it 
With cleaners, who sncceeded In removing Its sin­ 
gular dtogotoe. The Anindel Society of England 
then photographed It None of tbelr photographs, 
however, can now be procnred. 
These three-the Stratford bust, tho Droeshont 
print, and tbe Chandos portrait—were the only 
really authentic representations of Shakspeare 
known at large to the world before tee year 
1840, notwithstanding that a nnmber of portraits 
more or less spurious or unworthy, and by various 
urtists, were In existence. 
Marshall’s print was a fhncifal carlcatnre of the 


JANSXN’S PICTDRH. 
Cornelias Jansen’s picture was the portrait of a 
German, not of an Englishman. The trne expres­ 
sion of the Shakespeare face he Ignored, subsUtut- 
ing instead a look of calm impenetrabuUy suitable 
to the visage of a German mystic, bat snggestlng 
noteingothim who was at once human and ttor- 
ougbly English—bnman In weakness as well as In 
gentleness; English In aspect, bearing and Iree- 
dom of spirit, and, above all, EngUsh, purely Eng- 
Ush in thought. 
BIB QODFBIT KNEU.XR’3 POBTRAtT. 
Sir Godfrey Kneller's portrait, painted for Dry- 
den, depicted Shakespeare, notas he actually was, 
but as be bad been given, again and again, In the 
dlveYs copies of tee chandos, then extant, with 
this difference:-The evidence ol a master hand In 
the treatment ol tne pletor» Itseir and of n 
original mind In the ooncepUon of the expression 
animating It.

TBR ORiaiN OP THB AMKBICAN MASK 
Over two years ago a distinguished gentleman 
called upon Mr. wHllam Page, the artist, to ask 
him to paint him a picture of Shakeroeare. Upon 
consenttng to perform each a task, Mr. Page had 
only in mind such materials as tbe Droeshont print, 
the Chandos portrait, and the Stratford bust af- 
Ibrded lor tne composition of the work. 
Pina lag, 
afterwards, that Messrs. J. Q. A. Ward and Lannt 
Thompson, the sculptors, had each a photograph of 
a certain mask of Shakespeare, which was an ob­ 
ject of some specolatlon to them Inst then, on ac­ 
count of their Joint competition In lUrntoblng a 
model for tbe statute of Shakespeare to be 
erected In the Central Park, he promptly visited 
their stndioa and examined what was Indeed to 
him a revelation. Both his orother artists asserted 
they had not smflcient data to settle the authen­ 
ticity of the mask.

which the latter wished to have approximate In 
general character to the Chandes portrait, Mr. Page 
commenced the moj/num ojjua of hto Ufe. He soon 
obtained from England some twelve or thirteen 
different views of 
tbe mask, a 
photograph 
of tbe Chandos as made by the Arnndel Society 
and tho Information concerning Becker’s discov­ 
ery, Ac., which has already been set forth. When 
he had fairly entered upon hto work the whole mat­ 
ter seemed more and more plausible-tee authen­ 
ticity of the mask, its resemblance to the Droes- 
bont. the Chandos and tee Stratford bust. It was 
no easy process to properly fill cavity alter cavity 
irom which tbe ortginal pieces were wanting in 
the Becker maak and still preserve or rather re­ 
vive them in hto own. Had Becker’s mask happily 
occnpled hto studio then, much or this trouble might 
have been obviated and the opportunity of termi­ 
nating his labor at an earlier day been given him. 
It was left for him to overcome these difficulties. 
THB SCAR ON SHAKBSPEARB’S POREUBAD. 
One thing was somewhat puzzling. What at 
first looked Uke a blotch, on the right temple, he 
decided to be, after carefully scrntlnlzlng It, noth­ 
ing else than a scar. Some one snggested that it 
might be merely a cnlp out of the original mask, 
which the photograph had faithfully reprodnced. 
Several surgeons to whom It was snbmltted em­ 
phatically pronounced It a wound. Their close In­ 
vestigation positively assured them, so they main­ 
tained.

in life made the scar less noticeable than It is on 
tbe opaque snrface of tbe plaster mask. It was 
observed more, perhaps, when the light struck 
through the skte, creating, as It must have 
done, a reddish or bluish shadow of the size 
and shape of the cavity Itself. 
But the con­ 
cave suriace of the wax monld brought out tee 
blemish Into unmistakable distinctlvenesa, while 
tee plaster mask taken from tbe wax one even 
more clearly defined It. Now, how came this 
scar upon the forehead of Shakespeare? What 
record have hto early biographers and com­ 
mentators left us relating to it? 
There to 
a 
well known edition 
of the poet’s works 
in which nearly every line has a bushel of 
notes gathered from the fonr winds. All the wis­ 
dom or all tee annotators is winnowed and gar­ 
nered and set In array. After all, what to it? That 
Which one cntlc says tho next gainsays and the 
next coniounds. On reading a dozen sncb pages 
we close the volume In despair and carry away but 
one poor Idea-that Shakespearian crttlctomls like 
tee occnpatlon of the prisoner In the Bastlle, who, 
to keep away madness, need dally to scatter a hand- 
fnl of pins about hto room that he might find em­ 
ployment in picking them up again. 
The critics 
have not mentioned tbe scar. 
WAS IT OBTAINBD in BOMl DISRIFUTABLB SCRAPE ? 
It Is possible teat In the earlier editions of 
the works of Green, the dram atlst-wno, It 
will be remembered, 
gave Shakespeare the 
title of «snaRscene»-wherein much 
personal 
matter respecting Shakespeare could be (bund, but 
of a nature too coarse lor frienuahlp to wish to 
retain, there may have been allusions to the scar, 
to Which everything seems to point as tee penalty 
paid by tee poet for having been mixed up In some 
disreputable scrape. Bhakeepeare waa hnman, like 
Dickene, who penitently tnfbrmed Dr. Holmes that 
such was in truth the case with himself, which 
miut have absolutely astonished that antocrat of 
the breakfast table. A higher authority than a 
cavilling commentator shall be welcomed in the 
ooinmns of tee Herald touching this question of 
the soar. 
BHAkBSFBARK’H OWN TRSTIHONT. 
Shakespeare’s direct testimony respecting the 
soar, where he openly alludes to it, may be seen In 
nis iiath sonnet, which, with the two preceding It, 
has always ueou conceded to be strlcily personal.

WAS IT THE VKSTIOB OP niSBASB T 
AS several who have seen tee American mask 
have hinted that the scar In tjiclr estimation was 
tbe vestige of a loathsome disease, irom Its loca­ 
tion and general nature, all that it will be neces­ 
sary to say In refatattoD of sncb a charge Is that 
every snrgeon who has inspected it has certified It 
to bo quite destitute of any features susceptible of 
such a construction. 
After the Chandos portrait had been cleaned, 
agreeably to tbe order oi the National Portrait 
Society ol England, it presented a very mottled 
appearance, owing to Its having been painted 
over 
In 
so many 
places. 
The 
right 
aide 
of the forehead particuUrly was 
cracked 
a 
good deal, and evinced not only the ravages which 
time had sown, but the Inienor talent that had 
hoped to retrieve the effect of Ignorance by mis­ 
chievous curtailment. 
I'wo scars bad evidently 
been painted there—one quite near the side of tno 
face; the other, somewhat removed from It, being 
more toward tne centre of the forehead. Tbe 
last occupied the same position as the scar visible 
in tbe Von Kessetotadt mask. Tbis was tbe one 
Tavlor painted In tbe beginning, but was nltlmately 
obliged to obliterate. Being a poor draughtsman 
be bad drawn the eyes, throngh mtscalcQlation of 
tbelr natural sitaatiou In the head, in such a 
bungling manner as to require him to make an ad­ 
dition to tbe side of the forehead to hide hia 
blander 
and 
lend 
some 
harmony 
to 
the 
parts. In doing this he was compelled, as a m atter 
Of course, to conceal the scar he had prevloaslv so 
well defined, and Inirodnoe another that should 
conform wltb tbe now changed form of the face. 
This be placed close to the side of the forehead. In 
the progress of time It was also effaced, from a 
canse since forgotten; so teat simply the spots, 
where the scars once were, are tbe only Indications 
that remain of their lormer presence in the 
Chandos. Bnt the spots are corroborative of ihelr 
having been really In that portrait ol Shakespeare, 
and attest that the poet had sorely one such blem­ 
ish, and that, consequently, the Von Kessetotadt 
mask to a true anu folthlul reprodnctlon of hto 
reatares. 
A SLIGHT SCRATCH. 
In the photographs of the Von Kessetotadt mask 
in the possession of Mr. Page the traces of another 
scar on the forehead can be very easily seen. 
It most 
have been

length. • It runs in a transverse direction, com­ 
mencing over the left temple, near tbe scalp, and 
ending about the centre of the forehead. It to 
merely a seam, and was, no doubt, bnt a slight In­ 
jury—nothing but a scalp wound, tho bone remain­ 
ing unburk That Shakspeare had a number of 
such wounds about his person one would naturally 
Infer from what has been said on tbe subject by 
himself. He tell us. In his sixty-second sonnet— 
But when my «law ahowg me myself Indeed, 
Bested and cnopped with tann’d antiquity. 
Mine QW* Belt-love quite contrary 1 read, 
Sell'so »eIf-lovlng were iniquity. 
From the scars of which some mention has been 
made we can very well Judge that he bad been In­ 
deed «Beated and chopped,’’ and could aptly say 
from experience, «He Jests at scars that never felt 
a wound.’’ Doubtless he was no mean hand In 
rencounters with tee sword. 
But whether he 
would «Qnarrel with a man lor cracking nuts, hav­ 
ing no other reason but because he had hazel 
'eyes,” is another question, though, «What eye bnt 
such an eye would spy ont such a quarrel?’’ 
All these vouchers of the authenticity ol tbe Von 
Kessetotadt mask are too Interesting in themselves 
and have too Important a bearing on tee mask of 
the poet Just finished In New York for any apology 
to be offered here for the apace they have filled In 
tbelr recital or what slight interruption they may 
have caused to the direct history ol tee work 
proper.TUB AMERICAN MASK AS IT APPEARS. 
The American mask 1s about two feet long, and 
were a figure of proportionate size made for It the 
whole would stand seventeen feet high. Never 
was there so wonderfnily expressive and majestlo 
a face as this. In it nothing Is omitted; nothing to 
made out by negation. The veins, the wrinkles in 
tbe skin, the Indications of the masóles under the 
skin, the smallest part cognizable to the naked 
eye, are given there with the same ease and exact- 
ness, wltb the same prominence and the same sub­ 
ordination, that they wonia be cast from n a tu re - 
4. ft, in na-nre itself. Alternate action and repose 
are admirably displayed in it. Now tne lids see 
abpnt to open, the shadow of a smile appea 
Unger on the lips; now again tee face is grave and 
irs to 


meditative. There to a harmony, a unity of spirit, 
diffused throngboot the wondrons mass, and every 
part of It, which Is the glory of it. It has tee Iree- 
dom. the variety, the stamp of nature. There to 
no ostentation, no Btlflness, no over-labored finish­ 
ing. Every part Is In Us place and degree and 
put to Its proper use. 
It is an éxtfemely eonscions face. It to not tbe 
conntenance of one in death nor yet of one who 
Bleeps. It to that of a man who has bnt closed hla 
eyes to recall tbe checkered panorama of bis life. 
As that passes before him In review tbe quickly 
changing thonghts are traced upon the surface. 
The man^s lace becomes an Index to hto past ca­ 
reer. Each successive event of happiness or of 
sorrow that filled some portion of It is stamped 
there In IndeUble characters. Fiity-two years of 
life’s experience; there they are. In their rich har­ 
vest of memories. 
ITS MOUBNFVLNBSS, AND SHAKESPEARB’S ALLUSION 
TO HIS IHMORTALITY. 
It IB evident this Ughtnlng of the mind has left 
some blight and blackening behind It, lor, with 
no very great stretch of tbe imagination, we see 
the eyes open with a proud flash, in defiance of the 
"scorpion’s sting,” and we hear those Ups fling 
back a taunt to tne shadow of the past:— 
Not marble, nor the elided monumento 
Of princes shall out-flve this powerful rhyme; 
But you shall shine more bright In these contento 
Than unswcpt stone, besmeared with aluttiah Ume. 
When waateful war shall itatUM overturn

Some have spoken of the solemnity of the face;

Hto eye follows like 
an eager lover the pleasing Images of all he would 
be, and all he is, as they rise and flit here and 
there, like wiU-o’-the-wlsps; yet, uniike them, they 
never fade.

ITS RESEMBLANCE TO THE OLD PORTRAITS. 
As poor as the Droeshont, the Chandos and the 
Stratford bust are (Tom an artistic point oi view. It 
18 yet a curious study to trace the resemblances 
they possess to this mask. 
These traits are

Chandos and the print give the broad eyelids; but 
all three fall to show the mouth os It was In liie. 
Tbe maker of the bust (he does not deserve the 
name ot artist), Imagining the sad, solemn expres­ 
sion about the mouth and the hangiug of Ite nether 
lip to be the effects of death, altered them so ma­ 
terially In hiB work that all resemblance was lost. 
A great portion of the beauty of the hnman face 
to in the nose and mouth, and when they are In any 
way curtailed or changed wnat must be tbe result? 
Especially were these matures in Hhakespeare’s face 
attractive.

PBCULIARITT OP THE HOCTB. 
Every one will recollect the scene in the Boar’s 
Head Tavern, in the lonrth act ot "Henry IV.” 
Prince Henry say s:- 
Do thou stand for my lather and examine me t.n the 
particulars of my life. 
Then, Falstair having made hto chair his state, a 
dagger hto sceptre and a cushion hto crown, says, 
among other things, In hto speech that follows;—

The author of the host made another mlscalcala- 
tion in copying from tbe mask In wax taken alter 
death, for that was most assuredly his model. 
Noticing that the lower part of tee cheek was not 
safflciently full and rounded (or the (Bee, as he de­ 
cided It most nave been, he, tatthful to that idea, 
filled up both cheeks. 
ITom this cause his 
bust looks like a Dutch admiral when compared 
with the American mask. In teat tbe cheekbones 
are high, and the cheeks themselves are somewhat 
(nrrowed, though they are by no means thin or 
hollow. Much of the character of the lace lies m 
them. 
THE FOKBHRAD THB MOST STBIEINO PBATURE. 
The forehead to the most stnklng feature. It 
Is extremely high, 
fhll and

capacity It denotes is astenlshing, even at the first 
glimpse obtained ol It. It to that yon see before 
you ¿Observe snythtng else. 
Walter Scott’s «dome 
of thought” was notnlng to this great globe. And

Remember thee ?.... 
Its size could not have fabed to strike him, and 
Its shape, arching and ma)estlc, was. indeed, sug-

They are eminently the 
“gentle Shakespeare’s.” Their corners are hidden 
by tbe muHtache, which, Instead of being curled up 
after the maaner of that m the Btratlord bust, is 
brushed dowu around the mouth. 
BVIDENCBS OF HUMOR IN THE FACE. 
The nether lip to full, and evinces a temperament 
easy-going and m erry-one which, by a happy optlm- 
tom, saw nothing to Iret and lame about In the 
whirling world, but was more naturally Inclined to 
join in its jollities with a hearty, iree and sprightly 
air.

we know m have been perfectly under his control. 
A small «stiletto heard” graces the chin. 
The eyes, large, round and full, have a meaning 
and a charm, even when they themselves are alone 
considered. We can readily Infer fTom them what 
words were to Shakespeare-how like leaves he 
tossed them about. 
To catch tbe pervading spirit of this mask It 
must be seen. It is like a living face, too mobUe 
lor description to Uo it adequate Justice. It to 
Shakespeare himself, after fifty-two years' peering 
iBto tbe nature of things. 
The world has now Shakespeare as he was, and 
to America 1s it Indebted lor so great a boon. What 
they neglected to do on the other side we have 
accomplished here by the aid of materials by no 
means so ample as those once in tre possession of 
the poet’s own ciiuntrymen. The American mask, 
while resurrecting Shakespeare, to a reproach to 
those who Ignored the original, Irom the photo­ 
graphs of whlc'i it was made. The face In New 
York would convince the simplest boor—one igno­ 
rant Of tbe first principles of art—that it Is Indeed 
a true reprodnctlon or the features of him who was 
<Not for a day, but tor all time.” Truth is always 
self-evident, and iu lesson would be very effect­ 
ively conveyed In such an instance.

bnt at the same time, by repudiating aU of them 
and making the choice already announced, the 
committee have insurea to themselves a structure 
that may be the admiration of the world, and also 
one Which can, without question, be built within 
tbe given time.

Witbont 
them nothing can be done which, to tbe world, 
would appear otherwise than ridiculous and bur- 
lesqulsh. . It to smcerely hoped that the Executive 
conimlttee will not rest sattofled with what their 
local organizations promise to do, but wUl at 
once take vigorous steps to render the mnsic 
of the Centennial as international as the Exhibi­ 
tion. 
Phltaftolpbta to naturally a slow placo, 
and to keep tin) people here during the time of the 
Kxposltlon it win be necessary to arrange amnsc- 
mcnts which the city never haa possessed and 
never will of Itself afford. If this to not dune New 
York, Baltimore and other cities, all of which are 
more active and awake then Philadelphia, will 
serve as tne headquarters of visitors, while the 
admirable railroad facilities will easily allow teem 
to visit the lair once or twice each week. The 
American Centennial Exposition must represent 
our best In every sphere; give, then, the musical 
arrangements to the discrimination and juagment 
Of our best musician, or u the labor be loo great 
lor one, give It to tee two most noted conductors. 
There are two men. and only two who have made

Before leaving St. John on onr outward pas­ 
sage the Herald of October 10 was received, an- 
nonnclng the arrival at Washington of the steamer 
Tallapoosa, having on board Captain Bnddlngton 
and his party. The further announcement In tho 
same despatch that an Investigation would soon 
begin, excited great Interest among tbe officers and 
men of ibis vessel. It to the opinion of all on 
board that facts will yet be revealed, probably 
in this investigation, which will reveal a deep laid 
plot to set aside any and all persons, by fair means 
or foul, who stood In the way of the ambitions 
schemes of the Polaris commander. Long since 
It became

officers on board that Captain T^son, tee com­ 
mander of

If be 
were wUUng, dlscloee many facts connected with 
the death of Hall and tbe events preceding and 
following that event, which would go fhr to con­ 
demn Bnddlngton. 
As Tyson became more ac- 
qnatnted with the officers he would, at times, be­ 
come commnnlcatlve, bnt wonld invariably exact 
a promise teat nothing said by him would be made 
pubUo nntU after Bnddlngton was found and a full 
Investigation nad, which would permit both sides 
of tee story to be beard. 
Since returning to St. John’s harbor In tee 
Tlgress, Tyson has been very reticent and anxious 
to know what explanation Bnddlngton wonld give 
of the separaUon of the “ice party” from the 
Polaris and their abandonment to a perilous six 
months on the floating ice. Just before leaving 
St. John, for tee first time Tyson read in the Nbw 
York Herald tbe statement made by Buddington. 
TySSn’A' SrílífAt SfAlTÜiBNT.' 
Yonr correspondent, on the way down fTom St. 
John, engaged In oonversaUon with Captain Ty­ 
son regarding tee Journey on the Ice, and this led 
to other matters, which are given below, as nearly 
as possible In hto own words 
When the old man (HaU) died Chester was watch­ 
ing with him, and as soon as he died he (Cheater) 
covered him up and came below where we were 
and turned in. Buddington came down In a few 
moments and asked if any one would lay the old 
man out. I said I’d go, and Morton Jumped up 
and said he’d help. We went np and went Into tee 
cabin, and there the poor old man lay in his bunk 
just covered up with bis blankets. We got a big 
plank and got the body out of the bunk, laid It on 
tbe plank and washed It. I did not notice any­ 
thing about Bnddlngton or the doctor (Bessei) at 
the grave. 1 took a party of men ashore, about 
half a mile over ice and land, and dng the grave, 
and It took me nearly two days to do It, the gronnd 
was irozen so hard. At the grave I was engaged 
bolding a lantern for Bryan to see to read the 
burial service. 
CORRKSPONDBNT—How did thls Btory aboot pol- 
Boning start? Was there any talk of it on tne 


SON—Well, there was a good deal said on 
board, one way and another. When it was sag- 
gestea, of course. It set all hands wondering 
whether there was anything In It or not. 
CORRBSPONDXNT—When was It first heard? Who 
started it? 
TrsoN-The first of It I heard was within an hour 
after the old man died, when I was in the cabin. 
Before the body waa cold “Bud” came and called 
me ont of tee cabin Into toe little alleyway be­ 
tween tbe cabin and the rail, and said, “Don’t you 
say anything about it to anybody, bnt th a t----- 
Dntch doctor, old Bessel, has poisoned the 
old m an.”

CORBXSPONDBNT-Do you think Dr. Bessel poi­ 
soned Captain Hall, or had anything to do with bis 


Tyson-N o, I don’t 
He and Hall didn’t get 
along well together; but 1 don’t think the Doctor 
bad anything to do with It, If the poor “old man” 
was poisoned. 
CORBBapoNDEKT—Were there any snsplcions cir­ 
cumstances connected with Hall’s Illness to make 
you think he waa poisoned, or was there any sus­ 
picion ot any loul play ? 
Tyson- I never saw anything to make me think 
he was poisoned. I heard, as I stated m my testi­ 
mony to the Secretary of the Navy, of what Hall 
told Joe and Bannab, but I’m Inclined to think It 
was only his delirium. Hall, during the latter part 
of hto sickness, couldn’t bear to have Buddington 
come near him, and Herron, the steward, said that 
he saw Buddington seize and choke Hall because

the dead man with threats to some of the living. 
And that waa not 
the only time he talked 
that way before me and before others. Now that » 
the amonnt of feeling he had for the man that madA 
him all he was. He’s a good sailor. I’ll say that 
for him, and he’s as sharp aud keen as they moke 
’em ; but I tell you he’s a bad man. He was so 
well known among the whalemen that none of thens 
hardly would have anything to do with him.

he nor any óne else on tiie Poiaris saw anything of 
Me on the Ice after we broke away.

1 conld see 
the ship plainly—everybody did; and If nobody saw 
us irom the Polaris it was because some one on 
board was particular to take care that we were 
not seen, or else has browbeaten whoever did seO' 
us. so that he dare not tell the trntn. I heUeve a« 
truly as I believe that a merciful Providence, 
brought nineteen people safely throngh the colff 
and starvation of 197 (fays on the Ice that UwaM

In works of practical benevolence, to just 
now making an appeal to the Christian poblic In 
order that its labors may not be curtailed, and a t 
a season wnen they are most needed. For this puD- 
pose a meeting was held in the Madison Sqoare 
Presbyterian charch last evening. Tne Rev. Georga 
J. Mlnglns. of the City Mission, was introduced to 
tee audience by Dr. Adams. He said, «We come to 
make a report to you, knowing that the work in 
which we are now engaged to as Important as ever 
and that tbe desUtntlon to greater.”

Witti tbe close of another week of financial 
gloom ana commercial aepression. It is worth while 
to panee ere entering upon a ireah week of toll 
and strife and examine Into the general condition 
in which we stood at the close of business on Sat- 
urday afternoon. Borne time since occasion was 
taken to draw attention to the fact that the 
monetary crisis through which the country Is

to the capital they controlled, relying too oiten 
upon government or Congressional aid, being 
Unght in a measure to do so by Us frequent appli­ 
cation and by the sentlm int, seemingly a party 
axiom, that fealty to the party in power

for private support In a time of dUtress. How 
streng this feeUng had grown is shown In the 
urgent appeals made to the President at the outset 
of the present crisis, which brought the President 
to New York, with his €eoretary of the Treasury, 
to discuss possible measures oi relief for Individual 
benefit. Also In the famous application oi a New- 
York bank president to President Grant for help 
lor the New England operatives, to be dispensed 
through the New England manufacturers. 
The 
banks of New York, too, have shared In the 
benefits of this paternal government, in the Im­ 
munity granted them for sins of commission as 
well as omlsslOB which Ue at their doors In respect 
to this crisis, in having not only done those things 
which they ought not to have done, but left undone 
things that they ought to have done. 
Had the 
banks since their organization been conducted on 
conservative-In respect to security, and liberal 
in respect to accommodation extended—principles, 
the disturbance of the past month would never 
have occurred. Those hazardous enterprises, the 
sadden collapse of which precipitated this crisis, 
would never have attained the bulbous magnitude 
which permitted them to be sources of danger at a 
time wnen, in 
TH E LKGITIMATB OHANNXLS OK BDSINKSS, 
almost universal prosperity ruled. It may be well 
enough for the Chamber of Commerce of this city 
to pass a resolution enloglstio of the conduct and 
character of the banks in the recent struggle. It 
would likewise be Interesting to know how much 
bank «tock is held by members of the Chamber. 
Hnt the fact remains that in the adoption of tne 
plan of lasnlng loan certificates, acquiesced In by 
their customers and patrons and telerated by the 
pubhc, because necessary as a measnre of common 
reUef and security, although a virtual suspension 
of currency payments, the banks gave evidence 
not only of ibelr weakness in a supreme moment, 
but as weU of either their want of foresight or In.

Fresh inflation

tlement, and have to be endured before a final cure 
can be reached. IJ a return to specie payments be 
the mlllenuiifm, the confident bulUon theurlste hold.

“Of course. If the 
present times continue it wHl not do for us to keep

t affairs cl tue Spragues and Ulaflln get settled I 
think the manafacturlng interests will brighten. 
Vast ouautities of their goods have been thrown 
on the market at coat and less than cost, and of

A TOL'U AMONO THE MILLS AND O PIB A T ITB S. 
To go around among the various corporations 
one falls to discover any signs ol depression or 
any evidences of the hard times which we hear so 
much about. All ol the great temples of Industry 
which line the Merrimack resound with the click of 
the looms and spindles, the same as they did six 
months ago, and at morning, noon and night tbe 
avenues to and irom the mills are thronged with 
the happy operatives. In the evening the streets 
and retail shops are liUed with the young women, 
and the dry goods dealers say that their trade 
from the operatives was never more brisk than it 
is at present. The Lowell mill girls are notable 
for their love of dress, and to see them out 
on a pleasant Sunday afternoon one could hardly 
distinguish them irom a Fifth avenue belle prome­ 
nading Central Park. Silks and Jewelry are not 
strangers to their general toggery, and many of 
them have quite a snug little sum in tne savings 
banks. Mr. Horsford, President of one ol the banks 
and an officer of one„ of tbe savings institutions, 
told me that there am some girls who have as high 
as $4,000 or $5,000 drawing Interest, and there are 
hundreds of them who can show amounts of from 
$300 to $1,000. Ever since the war they have

Ten or twelve years ago these mills were con-

Among those of na­ 
tional reputation who are largely Interested are 
General Butler; G.V. Fox, late Asslswnt liecretary 
or the Navy, and Dr. j. C. Ayer, the piu and

His tortune Is set

The great leature of the manuiuc- 
ture la the weaving of spun silk Into silk cloth for 
ladles’ dresses.

In the class of manufhctures confined to Hart.ord 
the men employed are kept all the year round, as a 
rule, because it Is not easy when your hands have 
been wltn you for some time, aud happen 
to be good ones, 
to replace them satisfac­ 
torily by strangers. 
In other placeA especially 
in England, they close their factories in dull times, 
let the bands disperse, and trust to luok to get them 
back again when they open. We preler to trust to 
luok lor better times and keep our hands un work­ 
ing in that hope. The work people appreciate this 
aud their labor la all the better lor It.’’ 
“What might be the comparative difference in 
the prospects of the operaUves in the city and In 
the country places?” 
“The country, undoubtedly. Is easier for the 
work people. In the city there Is the question of 
rent to be met punctually. If the city landlord 
falls to get hlB rent at tbe end of tbe mouth he 
turns bis tenants out. in the country the opera­ 
tives may owe for six months’ rent aud not feel 
anxiety about being thrown out of shelter. Tbat 
Is one great consideration, and then those In the 
country have a chance of raising vegetables, rear­ 
ing pooltry, and, altogether, living more cneaply 
and comfortably than In the city.”

Puddlers have earned 
$a to $7 a day. others $4 and $6. while tbe lowest 
grade of ordinary laborers were paid $l 20 a day. 
Just before tbe paulo, the Cambria Company had 
orders for railroad iron and steel five months 
ahead of its power to fill them. When the shook 
oaiae, those who had means to pay lot rails with­ 
drew their orders, and, of course, the company 
aaw It would not do to execute or take the orders 
of others who could not pay. It had sold oblefly 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad and to Western rail­ 
roads.

Food is plenty to eat and a large surplus to sell.

■aiety, and the country, at least ibis portion of It, 
come out In a lew m cnths in good, sound, healthy 
eondlUon.

Only the other day 
Captain Uner and I were consulting how best we 
could arrange the work to give emplugment to the 
men, and we are In doubt w hat to do.’» The Gen­ 
eral stated th at on 
THE HELL GATE WORK 
they have only lao m en employed, and as the last 
Congressional appropriation of $226,0001» nearly ex ­ 
hausted, he is considering the propriety of reduc­ 
ing the hours or reducing the num ber of work­ 
m en, rath er than to stop the work and throw all 
out of em ploym ent at a season of the year when 
they m ost require money. When asked If the ap­ 
propriation was increased by the n ex t Congress on 
assembling conld be, w ithout detrim ent to the 
governm ent, increase the working force, the Gen­ 
eral expressed the opinion th at If be had the 
money he could p ut to work in one m onth about 
300 additional men, and two m onths later 100 
more. 
The 
m onthly 
disbursem ents for Hell 
Gate work he estim ated a t about $16,000, and be 
finds th at about the middle of the cu rren t m onth 
there will rem ain only about $46,000 or $60,000 of 
the last Congressional appropriation of $226,000. 
In answ er to a qnestlon, the General said he be­ 
lieved if the appropriation was Increased to the 
neighborhood of $800,000 per year the labor of re­ 
m oving the Hell Gate obstructions could be com­ 
pleted In three years and a half or lour years. The 
work here a t Hell Gate Is underground, and, of 
course, can be done as well In the w inter season 
S.H In summer. The wages paid are $2 per day lor 
laborers aud $2 26 per day lor m iners 
A few boys 
are also employed at from $1 to $i 26 per d aj. 
TUB PORTIFIOATION WOKE 
Is Of sucb a character th at but little of It can be 
done In w in ter; but early in the spring additional 
men could be employed. Of the lust $40,000 apiiro- 
priation there rem ains only $7,000 or $8,000. The 
payrolls represent abont $8,000 per month, so th at 
ne has only sufilcient lunds to run one month, and 
then probably 86 or 100 m en m ust be discharged. 
The above work Is done by day's labor, under 
the Immediate supervtelon of General Newton. 
Ih e re are a g reat many other works In progress 
or contem plated, by contract, mnch of which could 
be executed In the w inter as well as the sum m er 
months. Among them are 
THE PAfiSAlC RIVER IMPB0VMIENT8, 
is now being worked, b u t there are only about a 
dozen persons employed. 
Probably fllty m ore 
could be profitably employed. 
TUB HUDSON RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 
The work of dyking the Hudson River at Albany 
has been progressing lor s^m e time, and over 
$700,000 has beeu expended tnereon. Last year 
General Newton asked Congress lor $100,000 lor 
tills work, but only $40,000 was appropriated, and 
It IB believed tiiat nearly, all oi It has beeu ex ­ 
hausted. General Newton estim ates th at fully loO 
more m en c.iUld be employed if the appropriation 
were Increased. 
Tiie dyking of the river near Rondout is a work 
very much needed, and Is In contemplation. Thirty 
or forty tliousaud dollars was asked ol the last 
Congress for this work, bnt was not appropriated. 
If the money was forthcom ing it would give em ­ 
ploym ent to abont fifty men. 
BURLINGTON (VT.) HARBOR IMPB0VBMBNT8. 
The work of im proving the harbor of Burlingtsn, 
Vt., has been in progress lor years on a yearly ap­ 
propriation of from $26,000 to $30,000. Last year 
Congress was asked for $30,000 for ordinary contin­ 
gencies, but they tolled to m ake the appropriation. 
U $00.000 were set ap art lor this work lully 100 or 
160 m en could be employed. 
ROUSE’S POINT HARBOR IMPROVEMENT. 
The Im provem ent ol Rouse’s Point Harbor by the 
erection of breakw aters, Ac., la a work very much 
required, and It la contem plated, but no appro- 
prfation has yet been made. General Newton be­ 
lieves th at from $80,000 to $180,ooo could be Judl- 
cionsly expended In this work, and em ploym ent 
given to fully 100 men. 
THE BLIZABRTBPORT IMPROVEMENT 
la another contem plated work, consistía g of dyk­ 
ing, dredging, Ac., to Im prove the channefbetw esn 
the New Jersey shore aud EUzabethport. 
There 
has not yet been an appropriation m ade for tbls 
w o rk ; but the appropriation of $80,000 to $180,000 
would give em ploym ent to as many as 160 destitnte 
laborers, who have no m eans ol providing lor their 
tomUles this wm ter. 
All the above work can Jic done In the w inter 
season as well as In tbe sum mer, while there are 
o ther works either In progress or mapped out th at 
could be commenced as soon as the irost leaves the 
ground, th at would give em ploym ent to probably 
1,600 laborers and mecuanics. 
WHAT OONGRBSS MIGHT DO. 
Uh the m eetm g 0/ Congress th at body will doubt­ 
less be called upon to consider means to relieve 
the country irom tbe present depressed state of 
things, and they should not neglect to adopt all the 
means at their command to give em ployment to 
the hundreds of tbunsands who. If they do not ob­ 
tain employment, ma.v become beggars or crimi­ 
nals to prey upon the community, or become 
burdens upon the counties where they reside. There 
are, as will be seen from the above, which only 
represents a small part, however, great public 
works urgently required for defensive and com­ 
mercial purposes, and Congress m ight properly 
consider tbe propriety of making liberal anpro- 
prlutlons thereior. The work m ust be done some 
tim e, and w hat b etter tim e than this y ear when so 
m any who are wlllldg to labor are throw n desti­ 
tu te upon the stree tsf Tbe snpply of laborers being 
greatly in excess ol the dem and wages will no doubt 
fall twenty-five per cent lower than they arc 
likely to be lor years, consequently all public works 
done this w inter m ust result In a large saving to 
the governm ent, while commerce will reap the ad­ 
vantage of tbe early completion 01 the work. 
Liberal appropriaUons, as suggested by General 
Newton, would enable him alone to give employ­ 
m ent to tbe followmg additional force a t less ex­ 
pense to tbe governm ent than U the work be de­ 
layed from year to year

As there Is a great deal of snflterlng in Brooklyn 
am ong tbe working classes, consequent upon the 
general derangem ent of trade, a representative of 
the H er a l d visited the Navy Yard on Saturdav, and. 
In the coarse of conversation with several promi­ 
n en t officials, ascertained th at the present strin­ 
gency had Uttle or no effect in regard to the em­ 
ployment of persons In the various departm ents. 
It was understood, however, th at several hundreds 
would shortly be discharged, not 00 account of the 
prevailing em harraasm eats, but simply because of 
the absence of work. In the steam engineering 
departm ent there are about 400 men employed. 
Thli force has neither been increased nor diminished 
lor some m onths, but It seems th at from the con- 
stiu ctio n bureau and o ther orders have been is­ 
sued to dispense with the services of a large num­ 
ber of people.

SAILORS’ ORIEVANGES. 


T b e N ew S h ip p i n g L n w D e n o u n c e d a s

There was an organized m eeting of seam en who 
felt Inclined to assert thetr rights a t Cosmo- 
poUtan 
Hall, 
C atharine 
stre e t 
and 
East 
Broadway, 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
Nearly 
600 
of these “ tollers of the sea’» held conclare. 
In order to express th eir views on the sub­ 
jec t of “Im pressm ent under tbe New Shipping 
Law .” Mr. Henry Scanlon was m ade president by 
vote, and Mr. John C arruthers officiated as secre­ 
tary. A com m ittee of ten waa then appointed to 
arrange m atters with a view to a general dress 
parade, “with dram a and horns,” th a t will enliven 
tbe streets of New York on a given day. A fter this 
announcem ent the president briefly described the 
object ot the m eeting, and asked for opinldns on 
the sabject from any intelligent sea-toring m an 
who had “brought np” th at day in the anchorage 
of Cosmopolitan Hall. 
Mr. WiLUAM J ohnson, the first ol the tarry stars 
who affected oratory, said th a t he thought the 
m anagem ent of the shipping office In New York 
was conducted upon an erroneous and abltrary 
system, and therefore w as radloaUy wrong. It 
was not fair th a t one of th e rn n n ers from th a t 
office shonld en ter a seam ena’ boarding bouse and 
say, “1 w ant a crew, they m ust be G erm ans.” 
Am erican seam en had, literally, no show w hat­ 
e v e r: they w ere tied down by Commissioner Dun­ 
can and had to ship as bis alm ighty will directed, 
or starve ashore w ithout chance to ship. 
J ohn Oarbuthebs said he bad been going to sea 
since boyhood. In tbe olden times he was always 
allowed to ship on board w hat vessel be pleased, 
and If be oared to change his m ind prevlons to the 
ship’s departure he was allowed to do so. Now he 
could not. 
Under the new Shipping act he was 
not allowed even to choose the vessel in which he 
was to serve, Mr. Dnncan had prom ised to pro­ 
tect seamen, and he had done so w ith a vengeance. 
Tbe sailor was lar b etter off in tbe bands of the 
boarding honse Keeper than in the clutches of a 
m an so arrogant, presnm ptnous and Jew ish by 
nature as Mr. D uncan. 
(Cheers.) The shipowners 
were greatly Incensed a t the m easures taken by 
tb e Shipping com m issioner, and they had prom ­ 
ised to back the sailors up if the m en would only 
stand firm and dem and tbelr rights, appealing 
against the obnoxious law which Duncan, by 
chicanery, hsd caused to be passed. 
The PRESIDENT then read a letter from a prom 
m eat shipping m erchant. In which the w riter ex­ 
pressed g reat sym pathy with tbe m ovem ent and 
volunteered to lend pecnnlary aid to abolish the 
bill If each assistance was needed. 
Mr. WiLUAM Hunter moved th at no man who 
considered himself a good sailor should ship nnuer 
tbe Dnncan law. T)us m otion waa carried unani­ 
mously. 
* 
N a th a n ie l L io h efo o t said be had signed a peti­ 
tion last year in favor of the act a t present In 
vogue, thinking it would tend to the benefit of 
himself and shipm ates; but be bad since lonnd the 
Seam en’s Exchange to be a fraud, and th at men 
were robbed w ith g reater facility under the act 
tn an they ever w ere ouu ld e 01 It. It was not tbe 
fault of the captains or owners, bnt tbe fault of 
Commissioner Itancan, who would not allow a m an 
10 Ship unless he w as a Prasslan, Dane, Swede or 
Norwegian. Am erican and other Engllsh-speaktag 
sailors bad no chance. 
J ohn Cubet McLean, a very inteUigent m ariner, 
exemplified in true nautical fashion the astonish­ 
m ent he experienced on arriving a t this port, after 
serving nine years abroad, and finding the old law 
changed. 
He had always been accustom ed to 
pick ont the vessel In which he wished to sh ip ; 
now ho had to go in any old “ilme-Jnlcor” th a t Mr. 
Dnncan bad an interest In. The Commisslonership 
waa a 
“ blood-sucktng 
arrangem ent,” 
and If 
Congress did not abolish It and repeal the new law 
America would soon find Itself utterly unrepre­ 
sented abroad by the m erchant vessels from whose 
gaff-ends fluttered th e S tars and strip es of free­ 
dom. 
(Cheers.) 
The following resolutions being offered and ap­ 
proved the m eeting adjourned;— 
W hereaa In June, 1872, C ongren passed an act creating

There never was a time in the history of 
this country when a oommoroial crisis was 
lees to be expected firom a monetary panic 
than at the present moment Previous to the 
crash in WaU street in September we saw 
everywhere only evidences of prosperity. The 
crops were abundant and the demand trom 
abroad more than usually active. 
In this 
respect the contrast with previous panics is 
remarkable. 
In 1836 Chicago was compelled 
to import flour from England, and in 1857 
men were trying to meet liabilities incurred 
when wheat was at two dollars with wheat only 
at sevonty-flve cents per busheL 
In the latter 
year, also, the Central America went down 
with her shipload of treasure, which was ex­ 
pected sensibly to relieve the market, while 
now the mines are more than usually active, 
and the transshipment of gold from abroad 
siuce the crisis began has been eleven millions 
of dollars, with the exports of specie since 
the 
1st 
of 
January 
twenty 
millions 
less 
than 
in the same time last year. 
There 
has been, 
besides, a great 
in­ 
crease in our exporta in other respects, 
and 
American 
shipbuilding 
has 
been 
growing enormoasly. The gross earnings of 
the leading railroads have suffered no remark­ 
able diminution and the manufacturing in­ 
terests, notwithstanding many of the mills are 
running on half time or closing down alto- 
gettier, complain of no unusual dulness in the 
market Business conditions are healthy ex­ 
cept as they are affected by extraneous cir­ 
cumstances, and if public confidence remained 
money would be abundaut A crisis in the 
midst of inch prosperity is not eaaily accounted 
for, and not to be accounted for at all by the 
usual chatter abont currency and contraction, 
and not to be overcome either by specie pay­ 
ments or the special panaceas of financial 
quacks. 
It is a proposition worthy of particular con­ 
sideration at this time that the currency has 
nothing whatever to do with the crisis. This 
is simply the crisis of speculation and of 
speculation’s twin sister, credit, extended far 
beyond the limitations of capital 
Every 
banker, every merchant and every manufac­ 
turer who has failed or who is in fear of 
disaster traces his misfortunes back to the 
failure of the banking bouse with which the 
panic begun. These dishonored bankers can 
only find the traces of their misfortune in wild 
and reckless speculations and fierce gambling in 
“fancy" stocks. It is but natural that other 
bankers and brokers who followed in the way 
their footsteps led should in the end reach the 
same goal It was to be expected that insnch 
a panic as ensued from the almost criminal 
acts of these men public confidence would be 
in some degree impaired, and that a strin­ 
gency should foUow which is only another 
name for caution. The storm blows over, 
but the calm which follows is worse than the 
storm. Currency has retreated into secure 
hiding places; the national banks hare vio­ 
lated their charters in failing to pay green­ 
backs, and men who before were accustomed 
to pay one and one and a half per cent for 
money cannot obtain money at any price. 
Inconvertible assets are worthless against 
pressing liabilities. Pay or break is the cry of 
the moment—failure the result in the end. 
The unfortunate merchant or manufacturer 
has 
been 
doing 
business 
on a false 
basis; his debts have become a millstone 
round his 
neck; he has 
been 
paying 
more for money than money is worth, 
and when he fails he suffers less than those 
who depended upon him for bread. He can 
look forward to the end of the bankruptcy 
process for a livelihood in what is gathered 
firom the wreck; but in the oasee of his em- 
ployés, whether they be a score, or a hundred, 
or a thousand, or ten thousand, there is nothing 
for them except intense suffering, even if they 
are saved from immediate beggary. It is the 
monetary credit enjoyed by the rich which 
thus becomes the destroying angel of the 
poor. 
Every manufacturer who is on tl^ 
verge of ruin to-day finds himself in his pres­ 
ent position as the result of unlimited credit, 
which led him to incur liabilities he would 
not be able to meet if payment should be 
suddenly demanded. 
We may talk about the 
insufficiency of circulation; but a thousand 
millions of currency would not benefit the 
Spragues and people in a like position, except 
as it would inflate values and injure everybody 
except the debtor class. 
But we are not of those who see only dark 
clouds in the heavens. However much the 
skies may be overcast, there is always a bright 
sun struggling to pierce through the mists, 
and we all know that the earth must become 
serene and fair again. However dark the out­ 
look may seem just now, however much we 
may suffer, and the poorer classes particularly, 
we see fair weather beyond. The men who 
are in debt will be swept away, but the indus­ 
tries which their borrowed capital created will 
remain, unfettered by the liabilities which now 
press them down. If the Spragues are able to 
dispose of their outlying property so as to pay 
their debts and save the print works at Crans­ 
ton and the cotton mills on the line of the 
Hartford, Froridenoe and Fishkill Bailroad, 
taught by the lessons of the past, they may 
begin a new career unexampled in the pros­ 
perity of the pest. The same is tme of many 
other manufrictarers. The effort now is to shake 
off the accumulated indebtedness of the last 
few yean—to square the books and begin 
anew. In this effort to clear the decks the oper­ 
atives will be compelled to suffer as well as 
the capitalists; officers and men most share 
almost equal burdens. 
But when the effurt 
shall have been accomplished everything will 
be in a stronger, more healthy and more 
promising situation. 
Business will bound 
forward again, bnt not to recoU. We have 
experienced a financial gale and a labor 
crisis with all the natural conditions of pros­ 
perity unimpaired. 
The gale has already 
passed and the crisis, though it may require a 
longer time to spend iU force, gives promise 
of soon being over. When businees shaU 
bound forward again it will be to keep roUing 
onward and onward, because there will 
reaUy be strength behind-animpelUng power 
based on eolid busineM principles, and not oa 
notions of bncbn expansion and extension. 
Only two conditions are necessary to bring 
about renewed aotivity—mutual oonfldence 
and mutual helpfrilnees. 
We are in every 
way better off than in either 1837 or 1857.

have not been so frequent The banks have 
not snspendod so as to noake the ounrency of 
uncertain value, if not altogether woriblees. 
The national credit is unimpaired. Nobody 
expects repudiation either as a necessity of the 
past or a corollary of the future. At the 
Btook Exchange securities are not quoted so 
low that only the moet reoklees of «peculators 
will buy them. The crisis of 1857 differed 
very litUe from that which occurred twenty 
years before. The five years preceding it 
were years of enormous speculation. Nothing 
was too mean or too insigniflcant for the 
speculators. There were even “hen brokers" 
in Boston and New Orleans, and a pair of 
Cochin China fowls was valued at $700. 
Stocks rose and foil and values were un­ 
certain. 
Congress fiiunod the speculative 
flame, 
and 
the State 
legislatures 
fol­ 
lowed the example 
of Congress. 
The 
lobby was a power in the land. 
Charters 
were sold for money and firanchisos could be 
had almost for the asking. The collapse was 
only a natural ooasequouoe. The crisis of 
1837 had nearly ruined the country—had left 
it a legacy of disgrace in the subsequent re­ 
pudiations—yet in a few years business was 
active as ever. Tho war fonnd the country no 
longer suffering from the crash of 1857. A 
single year will now suffice to restore every­ 
thing to its normal condition. The times are 
not bad compared with the oases we have 
cited. There are more money and greater re­ 
sources, more abundance and prosperity, in 
the country to-day than at any previous time 
in its history. 
The crisis is an accident, bom 
of the folly of a few men who bought more 
than they cau pay for. It is impossible that 
the disturbance should be more than tem­ 
porary. It would be an anomaly if it were not 
capable of so simple an explanation. 
We are 
strong, we are prosperous and we are at peace, 
and if so many of our business men had not 
stepped beyond the limits of credit allowed by 
their capital and, like an over-trained pu­ 
gilist stripped for the fight, broken down in 
the arena, we never should have heard of the 
panic of 1873. 


The SitaatloB

The members of the Bight in the Freuoh 
Assembly have, according to a statement 
made by a Paris i>aper which is favorable to 
the monarchists, agreed to limit MacMahon’s 
term of Presidential tenure to five years, and 
accepted the proposition that he shall be 
officially designated by the title of the Presi­ 
dent of the Bepnbllo. 
These concessions 
have gained over one republican member to 
the party of the Bight, so that it has now a 
majority in the Parliamentary Committee on 
Prolongation of the President’s Powers. 
Immediately previous to the accomplish­ 
ment of this unitary tactic by the Bight 
an unexpected complication had given a 
new interest to the political game now in prog­ 
ress in the Freuoh Assembly. It is not ap­ 
parent whether it was a mere chance or a 
stroke of political dexterity which gave to the 
republicans a majority of one in the commit- 
mittee on the proposition to prolong MaoMa- 
hon’s term of office; but the fact that they 
had such a majority was hastily accepted by 
the Bight as a defeat of their project, and de­ 
moralized the whole foice for a time, so that the 
Ministry was only held together by the more 
resolute Marshal. 
At least that is the aspect 
in which the public is permitted to view the 
event; but it may very likely prove that the 
Cabinet resignations, of the tender of which 
we were told by telegram, were proffered 
after a previous understanding with the Mar­ 
shal that he would not accept them, for the 
Bight 
and 
Bight 
Centre 
are unlikely 
to deprive themselves in the present crisis, 
upon any punctilio of oonstitutional usage, 
of the prestige that office gives, if they oonld 
avoid the necessity by an eaqr manoeuvre. 
Whether the royalist party regarded itself as 
really routed by one vote in a oommittee and 
was honestly willing to go out of office defying 
the republicans to venture upon the formation 
of a Ministry in the presence of a hostile ma­ 
jority; or whether it was only shamming defeat, 
as Thiers used to threaten to resign, in order 
to excite the country and rally to its assistance 
the moral support of public sentiment and 
the conservative fear that if it should really 
go out there would be a political cataclysm; 
upon whichever horn of the dilemma we go, it 
necessarily follows that the compact force 
lately mustered for the formation of the new 
monarchy has loet that complete confidence 
that might have given it succeas and the cohe­ 
sion of a common purpose. 
Ohambord’s defection has evidently shat­ 
tered his party by opening again the many 
differences that were healed when he seemed 
temporarily amenable to human reason and 
the possibilities of politics. It was forgotten 
for the moment how much had been done to 
strengthen the royalist party by the frision, 
and it was thought that they could make the 
monarchy and leave the personality of the 
monarch still in doubt; but it is evident that 
without Chambord there is no real unity 
among the royaUsts. The supportere of the 
pretender are, like him, in the posseesion of an 
unreasoning obstinacy that is only prevented 
from being sublime 
its absurdity. It was 
the Orleanists that gave way in making the 
fusion, of course; and now we see that 
the others 
did not yield a step. 
The 
snpporters of oonstitutional monarchy might 
go over to the snpporters of divine right and 
welcome, but there could be no movement in 
the other direction. Unity is very well if the 
friends of 
the Count de Paris snpport 
the Count 
de Chambord; 
but for the 
friends of Chambord to support the Count 
de Paris would be to purchase unity at 
too high a price. Bo when the chancee of 
Chambord are seen to táil the unity cif the roy­ 
alist party is seen to fail with them, for no 
other candidate is possible in the eyes of his 
supporters. They go with him into the high 
regions of political and moral contemplation 
in which the snpporters of divine right hare 
their being, leaving the more mnndane believ­ 
ers in royalty to bite their tbnmbe like Sam­ 
son in the play, and leaving political philoso­ 
phers to wonder if there can be a compact 
royalist party in France while Chambord 
lives. 
Upon no <,ther hypothesis but that of their 
oonaciouHuesH of want of unity can we under­ 
stand the readiness of the Ministry to give way 
in the caae reported. 
It la trua they had 
staked their chancea very boldly on the prop­ 
osition to prolong MacUahon’a tenure for ten 
yeara, and this was in tba hands of a commit- 
tee in which there was a mi^oritf of one 
* MU. ItottittleiAi lUfinteiajhA 


mittee would have presented a hostiio report, 
but this report had to come before the Cb'im- 
bor, aud in the Chamber the/ had a clear ma­ 
jority if they could keep together. 
They 
could, therefore, have laid the report on the 
table or have rejected it and brought their 
project forward in some <*ther form and with 
wiaer discretion as to the bands into which it 
should fall. T h e game was, therofore, far from 
lost if the players’ hearts had not tailed them. 
In the circumatanoea a Ministry could only be 
formed from the Left C ^tre-for the Right 
and the Right Centre go one—and MacMahon 
could, of course, have no possible affiliation 
with tho Left France wül likely, therefore, 
if the Cabinet is changed, obtain a Minis­ 
try formed from the best and ino«t patriotic 
party in the House -the party of oonscion- 
tious. thoughtful, moderate and enlightened 
republicans, equally removed from the bigotry 
and political dotage of the Right, and from 
the fanaticism and extravagance of the social­ 
ists and demagogues of the Left With such 
a Ministry the chances for the permanent 
organization of the Bopublio will be far better 
than they have been any day since it has ex­ 
isted, and if Prance obtains such a Ministry 
out of the present complication she will have 
good reason to rejoice over tho fortunate 
obstinacy of a Bourbon. 


The VlrgtBiBS OBiimge—WMat SKomld 
B* Done. 
It is no doubt decorous and proper that 
our State Department should refuse “to sacri­ 
fice its own dignity in hastily espousing the 
cause of the Virginias, to find hereafter that, 
according to international law and treaty 
obligation, it had no justification for such 
zeal ’ ’ The government cannot suffer itself to 
be carried away by sentiment, but must pick 
its steps cautiously and advance only on per­ 
fectly safe ground. 
The American people, 
who sympathize with the Cubans and are 
prejudiced agalBst the Spaniards, may indulge 
in indignant denunciation of the swift murder 
of some of the persons found on board the 
Virginias, and may express their opinions of 
the insult offered to the flog of the United 
States in emphatic language, but our State 
Department is bound to aot courteously 
toward a nation with which we have friendly 
relations, and to take it for granted that her 
action has been justifiable until our own peo­ 
ple are enabled to show something to the con­ 
trary. To be sure the British government 
has a somewhat more abrupt way of dealing 
with cases in which the lives and liberties of its 
subjects, or of those who have the right to 
claim 
the protection 
of her 
flag, are 
jeopardized. 
As in the 
case of 
Mason 
and Slidell 
daring oar own war, and 
in the more recent affair of the Deerhound. 
England is apt to take it for granted that her 
flag is sacred and that those who saU under it 
are entitled to her protection, from the mere 
fact that the old colors wave over them. Bat 
with ns the more oantious, if less patriotic, 
custom prevails, of reqniring those who fly 
the Stars and Stripes to prove that they are 
legitimately entitled to its privileges before 
the arm of the nation is stretched forth to 
shield them from outrage. 
The unfortunate men who have been “shot 
on sight and tried afterwards," in Santiago de 
Cuba, oannot be restored to life. 
Their 
friends, who met last night at Masonic Hall 
and set on foot a snbscription designed to aid 
in avenging their mnrder, may or may not 
accomplish their object, but so far as our gov­ 
ernment is concerned we are officially notified 
that no remedy exuts, and that we mnst fain 
be satisfied witii such explanation or apology 
as the Spanish government, if convinced of 
the unjustifiable character of their action, may 
be willing to concede. At the same time, 
while recognizing the dnty of our government 
to be contented with an apology for the 
assassination 
of 
a 
handtol 
of 
men 
who 
were, 
after 
all, 
only 
“notorious 
Cubans, like Cespedes and Varona, or fill- 
busters, like Ryan,” may we not suggest to 
Secretary Fish the wisdom and humanity of 
clearly defining in future the status of Ameri- 
can vessels and of people sailing under the 
American flag in relation to the Spanish au­ 
thorities in Cnba? When the proclamation 
of De Bodas was issued, declaring the inten­ 
tion of the Spanish government to treat ves­ 
sels landing recruits and supplies in Cuba for 
the aid of the insurgents as pirates, and to 
execute 
all 
persons 
found 
on board, 
Mr. 
Fish 
distinctly 
defined 
the posi­ 
tion of the United States. 
He olaim^ 
the right of American citizens and vessels 
to carry to the enemies of Spain, whether 
subjects or 
foreigners, 
all merchandise 
not contraband of war, subject only to the 
requirements of a legal blockade. He further 
took the ground that no restriction over onr 
intercourse with Cuba could be made until a 
state of war was declared to exist, or until 
the United States might find it necessary to 
recognize a state of belligerency as prevailing 
in Cuba. According to our despatches to-day 
the seizure of the Virginias was made in 
accordance with the De Bodas proclamation, 
despite the old protest of our Secretary of 
Stoto. Under these circumstances it is clear 
that there can be no safety for American 
vessels or American citizens in the vicinity of 
Cnba until their privileges and duties are 
exactly defined; and this 
can only be 
done 
tbrongh 
the 
recognition 
of 
the 
belligerent rights of the Cabans by our gov­ 
ernment 
It is, therefore, the dnty of Presi­ 
dent Grant to declare at once the existence of 
a state of war in Cuba. 
We may cast the 
mantie of diplomatic apology over the graves 
ofpoorByan and his companions; we may 
be compelled by oonrtesy to forego tiie de­ 
mand for the execution of their murderers; 
but at least we can insist that the lives and 
property of American citizens shaU be no 
longer left at the caprice or mercy of Spanish 
bravos. 
It is a duty incumbent upon onr 
government at once to recognize the belliger­ 
ent rights of the Cnbaiis. and it is a duty 
which Secretary Fish oannot any longer safely 
postpone.

In times of weakness, depreeaion and 
danger how good it is, and how cheering to 
know, that there is a place of refuge and aal- 
vation for the weak and weary, the duwn- 
truddeu and the puraoed. 
Such a refuge Dr. 
Talmage finds in Jesua, whom he prosentod 
yesterday to his large congregation as the 
only refuge. 
While forts built by bunian 
hands have been captured again aud again not 
all the battering rams of hell can smite down 
the walls of this reftige, into which the 
rightooua run and are safe. No storming 
party can leap on its towers, for the weapons 
with which it is defended are omnipotent. And 
Christ is a near refuge and easily accessible 
to ell who desire to flee from the wrath 
to come. 
We have not to kneel in long pen­ 
ance in the vestibule of God’s mercy, nor need 
we stand to bo riddled and shelled in the 
bombardment of perdition. 
One moment's 
faith cau place us in this fortress, in which the 
whole race may fiud refuge if they will. 
The 
salvation of Christ is a democratic salvation. 
And there axe candidates for imperial splendor 
in Elm street and by the peat fire of tho Irish 
shanty. Christ has swung the door of heaven 
open 80 wide that all the gentle and refined 
and educated may go in if they repent, and all 
the sooundrels, too, if they repent This sal­ 
vation is certainly as liberal,, as free and as 
easily conditioned as salvation could possibly 
be. And yet there are some who think the 
oonditions too strict and pressing, and they 
will not enter into this refuge and be saved. 
Mr. Beecher delivered an elaborately worded, 
finely pointed metaphysical essay on “The 
Double Action of Man,” or, in other words, 
the development of the intellectual and moral 
faculties from the physical There was in it a 
good deal of the tmth of nature, but oompara- 
tively little of the truth of revelation. It was 
a sermon to please rather than to save^ and 
we infer that it answered its purpose fully. 
Mr. Sheshesdri, the Bramin, preached in 
Flymonth church, in the evening, a sermon 
which contained the elements that the morn­ 
ing one lacked. 
Mr. Dowell made some statements yesterday 
concerning the freedmen which we hardly 
think would bear the test of fact Appealing 
to the Christian Church to educate the mill­ 
ions of colored people in the South he gave 
as reasons why the Church should do this— 
the blacks are helpless, ignorant poor, im­ 
moral 
So tar we have no doubt that tho 
same reasons would apply with equal if 
not greater force to more than five millions 
of white people. North and South. But then 
Mr. Dowell adds that these helpless, ignorant 
poor and immoral oroatures have a religion 
which is a contradiction of Christianity, and 
is, indeed, nothing more than their own 
heathenism, which their ancestors brought 
from Africa. This is a bad showing for our 
religions and political missionaries who have 
been laboring so zealously in the South for the 
last ten years. And it also speaks badly for 
the future progress of the race. But we 
hardly know how to characterize the illustra­ 
tions of this ignorance and heathenism with 
which Mr. Dowell ffivored his audience. For­ 
tunately, however, he hod a bright side to 
this dark picture, and we hope bis congrega­ 
tion were moved to see the importance of giv­ 
ing Christian education to the freedmen of 
the South. 
This is the season devoted by the Catholic 
Church, as we learn from Father MoCready’s 
sermon, to prayer for “the shortening of the 
period of separation for those departed souls 
who are yet detained from the society of their 
brethren in glory.” He leaves the place and 
manner of their detention to be inferred by 
his hearers. He presents a practical contrast 
between the results of setting onr affections 
on things in this life and placing them on 
things above, and recommends as a profitable 
employment the contemplation of the inrisihle 
things of the life above. 
If some of our wealthy men and women, 
who may or may not have been affected by the 
panic, will read Mr. Frothingham’s disconrse 
they may gain some valuable hints for the 
fnture therefrom. Mr. Frothingham handles 
the ladies’ waterfalls and bustles so roughly 
that we can account for it only on the sup­ 
position that he has neither wife nor daughter. 
If he has any lady friends at all we p it| him 
for what may be In store for him when they 
read the Hf.balp to-day. The women of the 
upper classes, he soys, have hearts, but 
nothing to do with them ; they have heads, 
b n^< ^pj^ in them. But this last is balanced 
by the capiÚjuy mass they have on them. 
Mr. Powers has arraigned the money kings, 
the monopolists, the speculators, as the Dick 
Turpins and the Robin Hoods of the present 
day. And it is the battle with these robbers 
and outlaws of Wall street, he thinks, that has 
filled the land with the present distress and 
with the killed and wounded financially. Bnt 
the practical thooght which he brought out 
of this indictment is that those who have made 
money, and those who have saved it out of 
this panic, should not forget the poor in the 
hard winter that Is almost upon us. 
Dr. Steel preached a “panicky” sermon 
also, putting his text vtry appropriately as a 
query to the masses, “Have yoa any meat?” 
and their answer, “No.” 
It was a labor 
sermon, containing some statistics of the 
numbers out of employment 
The first 
lesson taught by the panic, he thinks, 
is economy—retrenohmeot 
Less extrava­ 
gance 
in 
dress, lees 
expensive 
wiuee, 
fewer fast men and women and more fasting 
before the Lord are among the suggestious 
made by this preacher. And then he urged 
more trust in God, who will not fail to snocor 
os in our afiUctions if we confide in him. 
It will be seen that onr sermon budget takes 
in a very reasonable range of thought to-day, 
and some that are practical and important for 
this time and season. Onr readers, of course, 
will meditate upon these things and adopt the 
snggeetions of our pulpit sages.

H&orU/before noon yesterday m orning a large 
nnm ber of Cubans m ight have been seen entering 
itaaontc Hall, for the purpose of taking action us 
to w hat should be done to help th eir country un­ 
d e r Its present atruggllug condition while battling 
ft>r liberty, and also to take m easures to avenge 
the deaths ol General Varona, General Del Sol, 
Pedro Cespedes and General W. A, O. Ryan.

the m en entered the large room w here the m eet­ 
ing was to be held a qntet and determ ined espres* 
Sion was visible on all faces. Before the m eeting 
organized b at little conversation took place, all 
believing th a t the tim e to act was a t hand. Many 
01 thoae present had brothers and n ear relatives 
on the Ill-fated Virginias, am ong them being the 
orphan son of General Jesus del Sol, Mr. TrnJUlo, 
of Pine street, who has two brothers in th e expedi­ 
tion, and many others. At a rough guess about 
300 men were present. 
Mme. Vlllaverdo, who 
presented the company of m en who w ent out to 
Join the Virginias, through the hands of General 
B arnabe Varona, w ith a flag, was also present, an 
attontlve listener to an th at transpired. 
OFKNINa OV THE KEBTINO. 
At a ÍÍBW m inutes past twelve o’clock the m eet­ 
ing was organized, and the Cuban p atrio t Hilario 
Cisneros was appointed President, and Mr. Antonio, 
• m em ber of the Cuban Congress, was appointed 
Secretary. 
Mr. Cisneros, alter retnrnlng thanks 
for the honor conferred upon him, stated th at now 
w as the tim e and the hoar to unite their ranks and 
let no party preferences h a rt the cause of “ Cnba 
Libre" any longer. Their brethren In Cuba were 
saorlflclng their Uves, Uke noble patriots, for the 
■acred cause of liberty. These m en Ignored all 
family ties, and lived and died for the independ­ 
ence of th eir well loved Islo -tb o s setting a noble 
exam ple to aU present.

1 was to have accom panied your able cor­ 
respondent, Mr. Jam es J. O’Kelly, or, as we call 
film, “ El Oapltan Kelly,’’ for he commanded a 
zouave com pany In the rn lte d States, I believe. 
Oapltan Kelly’s boldly surrendering him self last 
March to the Spanish auihurlties a t M anzanillo 
defeated my plans of d eparture for the tim e being. 
THE PRRSBNT CANON VOYAOE IN THR CARIBBHAN 
SEA. 
Owing to the impossibility of g etting tools to 
work w ith we w ere unable for m onths to g et a 
canoe bnllt. Finally wo got to work near La P lata 
River, and the boat was built In our spare mo- 
m euts. the w ar being very hot about La Plata a t 
th at tim e, and we had to fight when not a t our 
shipyard. The boat was con-structed from a large 
cotton tree (“zeba" wood), and was 20 teet long 
by 
wide, and had eight thw arts. I started on 
tne 20th of October, at four o’clock, on a brlgUt, 
clear day. The party consisted of myacli'. Major

In addition to this we had a m ulatto 
woman In very delicate health and her child of six 
years ol age.

On our voyage we did not 
Bight a single crait ot any description. Our de­ 
spatches from the governm ent fur Jam aica and New 
York were taken tne utm ost care of, our g reat fear 
being lest they should be dam aged by the salt 
w ater. 
We took nothing but sw eet potatoes, 
roasted, and plenty of w ater. 
We had a sail m ade 
ot blankets and hammocks, which served Its pur­ 
pose adm irably. The boat’s gunwale was b at fif­ 
teen inches above the surface of toe w ater. The 
wind was lavorable, and flitr hours later, after a 
pleasant voyage, we arrived a t the tow n of Ocho 
Klos (Eight Rivers), In Jam aica, where we were 
kindly received by the inhabitants. I then ob­ 
tained carts to transport the part.vto Spanlsh- 
town, which Is situated about lorty-five mues dis­ 
tan t from Elgbt Rivers, where we took the train 
lor Kinm ton, and arrived there on the 21tb of Octo­ 
ber, and left Kingston by the Atias on the 30th.

The time bas pone by for tbe robber barons 
of the Rhine aud the Dannbe and the merry Hobin 
Hoods of the wild wood to practice their vocation. 
A nobler and a more poweriul class of men has 
succeeded to their calling, as U most fit In this u e 
01 universal progresa 
TUa rubber of to-day is the 
money king, tbe monopolist, tbs speculator, mo 
roan who trades in values conUnually without 
adding bimseifa null unto them or regarding lu tne 
least the rhtbts ol owners. He Is the defau.ter, the 
ring plunderer, tbe shoddy producer and tne 
genuine believer in the thieves motto— “Every 
man 
for 
himself and 
the 
devil 
take 
the 
hindmost.” 
It Is 
tbe 
battle 
between 
these 
giants, as they are repreaenud In Wall street, that 
has filled tbe land with the kUlea and wounded. 
It is because of the example which tbe rich and 
powerful have sec for their poorer brethren to fol­ 
low. in respect to having aud gettlug, working and 
stealing, saving and expending, regarding and 
disregarding the trusts tbat have been reposeU in

THIS PRBSENT DISTRESS 
has come ugou our land. 
The most dangerous 
class in our city Is not that which Is made up of 
the garnim of the street, the sneak thieves and 
prostituies and repiobaies ot all kinds aud de­ 
grees, bui rather that which controls its buslaess 
and Its politics: which has Intelligence and influ­ 
ence to do or rerraiu irom doing mat which shall 
secure its own supremacy almply, or, instead, 
tne 
common 
weaL 
Now 
the 
trouble 
Is 
that 
this 
class have, for a long tune past, 
either consciously or nncousclouslv, pursued their 
own advantage, without stopping to consider what 
the effect would be upon others or even upon 
themselves in the long run. 
The curious thing 
about the whole matter Is that no one can iHjure 
another without injuring himself In at least an 
equal degree. 
If a community wonld be pros­ 
perous and happy it must take caro of the weak 
and tbe deieuceless within its borders. Onr salva­ 
tion, m all temporal as well as spiritual things, de­ 
pends upon the saivattou of tbe least and most 
degraded of our brethren. And so if there were no 
thieves of either high or low degree there would 
be no wouuded or plaudered men for us to help. 
But, inasmuch as there are these 
THIEVES AND THBIB VICTIMS 
here among us to-day, as well as In the mountains 
of old Judea, the next question hi. By whom shaU 
they DO cared lor aud how! “ By the Church.” say 
many volcea But tbe Church cannot undertake 
me charge of.such chariuea. It should be done 
through the laws of trade and life, and when §(me 
big institution, supported by charities, manufac­ 
tures arUcles of irade under the prices which men 
In the same busiuess cannot afford it Is interfering 
with laws Which should not be disturbed. 
We 
cannot have great ecclestaatlcal mstltutions to 
render such charitable aid; it is Impossible fur 
them to do It aright. Every man should see that 
lus business is ol the right kind and that his Influ­ 
ence is exercised aright. He should not consecrate 
a muiety uniy of his possessions to such ends, but 
all—not to give it to some big society, but see to 
the work himsell, and In that way the end will be 
attained. 
The pastor did not want to be understood as 
saying anything against riobes as sncn, or corpora­ 
tions, or transactions In stocks that are genuine. 
It 18 the tyranny of wealtn that should be de­ 
nounced, tbe soailessness 01 corporations, and the 
fictitious and gambling methods that prevail in 
Wall street. Wealth is a trust and not an abso- 
lute possession. He had his share In all the prop­ 
erty 01 the city, and should, therefore, enjoy his 
percentage of its profits. 
When wealth Is held ex­ 
clusively and corporations are controlled In the 
interests of their managers only, and stocks are 
bought and sold without the slightest regard to 
ihelr ownership or Inherent value. 
THEN BOBBERY IS COXMriTED, 
and the common people are tbe immediate vic­ 
tims. or course, also, churcnes are not an evil 
and a hindrance In the land, 
lliey are, in a 
measnre, and might be stlU more, the teachers of 
the people In all necessary things, the whisperers 
of their Bonls aud the monitors 01 their lives. But 
when they inculcate that religion U something dis­ 
tant and separate from the business and pleasures 
of life, that the Church has a peculiar and more 
sacred mission to perform In the world than any 
other organization, and that, therelore. sacrifice, 
according to its ideas and ritnals. Is better tban 
righteousness—It IS a perversión and a hindrance 
to the world’s progress In goods. 
THE AVERAOR CBCRCBMAN IS A P B A R IS E E - 
(. e., a separatist—throughout Christianity, and 
should be denounced to-day as veheinently and as 
persistently as he was by Jesns in the time of the 
bcribes and Pnarlsee, as a hypocrite! 
Tbe conclusion cannot, therelore, bat be tbat it 
was something more tban accident or caprice 
tbat prompted Jesns to choose a Samaritan for Bis 
example of an ideal phllanthroput and model 
Chrutlan man. it was in spite of this bamarltan- 
ism tbat he did so, of coarse, but also It was be­ 
cause He was not a Jewish lawyer. Jesns bad no 
sympathy with this man’s special

Need It, there­ 
fore, be added tbat what the times in which we live 
most lack and demand u such good SamariUns as 
was this one !

are seen are temporal, but the things which 
are not seen are eternal.” 
The Introduction 
to the sermon was nn elaiioratlon of the Idea that 
tbe Intellectual and the moral nature of man was 
a later development than the physical, both m the 
individual and the collective man. 
The result of 
this order of development was that there had 
sprung up questions In the minds of men that 
coaid not tie disposed of as the apostle had dis­ 
posed of them. 
Every joy In man was clouded by 
tbe interposition of quostions whlcB men cannot 
solve, which no mao can solve lor them, and which 
men rebuke others for asking, and which they say 
no Christian has any right to ask a question about. 
Mr. Beecher then proceeded to a more minute con­ 
sideration of 
THl PRACTICAL ANO THB IPgAL, 
and said that the relation of the Ideal to tbe possl- 
ble and their relation to the Imagination is of 
Uuui«e&aoat 
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either a fatalist or an Aristotelian, Plato sundlng 
for the Ideal and Aristotle for the pracUcaL Tbe 
I>eruct man unites them both. It is wiser to a«jr 
that a man shnuld begin as an ArlstoteUan and end 
as a FlatoDlaii than to begin as a Platunlan and end 
as an Aristutellan. or, what is far better, to eno with 
one that is greater than elther-Jesus Christ. The 
tendency and the method of God, you will observe, 
lu the soul Is from the visltde towards the invisible. 
The relation 01 these truths to this expenenco 
have 
for their 
view the 
perfeoiiou

ocean is subject to evaporation, and w hen It has 
ascended and illssolved It comes into visible drops, 
and rains Into the rivers, then to the seas, and the 
life ol the ocean Is dependent upon this visible 
vapor. This relation 01 the outward Hie to the life 
that 18 hidden in the soul and the power of the in­ 
visible Hie to bring It back again to an outward life 
Is the conUnuous law of Chriatlan clrlllzatlqp and 
the coutlnuous law yf all civilization. 
I propose, 
then, to sketch a development of these truths as 
connected with practical life. 
It throws, then, 
first, some UgUt on those who are theorists or doc­ 
trinaires upon religious Ufe, or those WHO live to 
follow out great truths. Theories and principles 
are to be tested bv tjieir relation to 
PhACTlCAL U F E . 
As I have sometimes said Hie Is the practical 
test of truth. Life bocumos In au important sense 
a teat of trutb. We see also In tbe Ught of tats 
truth the true character of the revenst. There 
are many who suppose they are dwelling In re- 
Hgloua meditation, 
who are dwelling only in 
reverie. This Is rather the Imagination of m^an 
rising above facts, without any connection with 
them, and sbaplug themselves into pictures and 
into stories. He who is a reverlst docs not write 
novels, but he is a novelist. 
ITien there are the 
meditatloulsts. 
Meditation is the larger run­ 
ning of the mind milL 
It certainly does not do 
any good to run a milt when there U no grist in It. 
There are thousands of people wbo meditate who 
have nothing to 
meditate upon. 
Ninety-nine 
people out 01 every hundred cannot meditate upon 
anything that is not visible or on the work that 
is in ihelr hand. Then tn the light of these views 
we may conceive ol the position of the people 
called moralists, according to the common use of 
that term. The question la whether the man stand­ 
ing on that ground oí morality is trying to deceive 
himself. I don’t find lault with the lorm or the 
term of morality, but I say that these men are 
slaves to fact, aud tbat they have very little 
ideality. Tbey have no ideality tbat rebukes them 
all the Ume. Th«j} this question of ideality brings

RfiADINO FICTIONS. 
If you take out of Hie the fictions, the legal fictions, 
the literary fictions, and what is there leitr Nobody 
but those who have made this question of fiction a 
matter of investigation can realize how com­ 
pletely It is the alphabet of life.

Look at the camera-ohfmra, which 
takes the objects from the life upside down and 
has to supply the plates to put them right again. 
Tbe block, too, on wnlch are Impressed the char­ 
acters irom left to right, instead of from right to 
leit. 

Is the use of fiction 
ImproDer! 1 say it Is indispensable: it is inevitable 
and necessary. 
II It were not rigbt, then Jesns 
Christ is a sinner above all men; for when all lit­ 
erature is lorgottcu tiiese pictures and parables of 
His, and notably that of the prodigal son, will stand 
in an everlasting brightness. Then, you say. Uso, 
the more we have 01 It the better. Well, that Is 
like saying. If It Is good to take 
TWENTY DROPS OP PAREGORIC 
It Is good to take a quart. 
(Laughter.) 
We are so 
to use It as to bring Us lessons back again to prac­ 
tical liie. If it does not do this then It is doing us 
harm. 
Mr. Beecher then reviewed the effect of 
religious emotion. 
He described the disparity 
olten seen between great and ecstatic prolesslons 
of religions lervor and Its outcome in dally life. 
He said it was common to say ol manv of these that 
they were hypocrites. 
It Is true that there are 
hypocrites, but it Is far truer that a larger num­ 
ber or these persons were mconsistenr. 
He tben 
commented upou the effect of the floe arts, and 
urged that since their separation irom religion tne 
fine arts had been un lavorable to the highest de­ 
velopment in man. 
This truth of the text threw 
light, too, on tbe emotive nature in man in its rela­ 
tion to religion. 
Some men were like the EoHan 
harp, they conld not help being played upon. 
He 
closed by a series of practical appUcatlons of tbe 
truth, and said that In many, many instances the 
safest and truest beginning 01 a religious llle was 
not to wait lonr any manifestation, but to do tne 
nearest duty and thus grow luto spiritual Hie 
thereby.

Oh I 
I want to Jell you of Christ, the refuge Into 
which'tEe righteons'run and arV saved. 


THE BATTHBIKO BAMS OP HELL 
cannot smite down these walls. The sappers and 
miners cannot explode this fortress. No storming 
party of hell ban leap on these towers. 
The 
weapons with which this castle la defended are 
omnipotent, and hell shall unlimber Its great guns 
of death only to have them dismounted. When 
Christ comes to ns He pardons our sins. The ocean 
cannot so easily drown a fly as the ocean of God’s 
mercy can swallow np and overwhelm our trans- 
gressions.- He is able to save even unto the utter­ 
most, or, as Solomon hath said it in the Canticles, 
"His logs are legs of brass,” Implying tbat He can 
carry anything, and that when He gets under the 
burden ol oni crime He Hits It.

Im itation of Christ— The Here Oopy-iatg 
Condemned—Sermon b y the R ev. R . H. 
Wye. 
The chapel of the Church of Our Savlonr, la 
Clermont avenue, near Atlantic avenue, waa yes­ 
terday filled by a congregation of moderate dimen­ 
sions and earnestness. The sermon was preaobed 
by the pastor, the Rev. R. H. Nye, from the text of 
John xlL, 16. 
The preacher elucidated his subject, which was 
‘•The Imitation of Chrlat,” mainly by IHnstratlon. 
He began by calling attention to that peculiar ■ 
class of artists so commonly seen in European gal­ 
leries of art, whose sole and highest ambition wa» 
the exact reproduction of the worka of others, 
merely copying tbe effects, and not the method 
of tbelr geniua. Tbey were often ao anccoiafol in 
this that unpractised eyesoould scarcely dlaoern 
tho difference between the copies and tbe origi­ 
nals of great masterpieces of art. Their geniua 
was only mechanical, and they had not tbat spins 
wmch, after they have gone on atudying the w orU 
of great artists for years, at length Impels them to 
high achievement of their own, to the reprodnctton 
of visions of their own geolas, whloh. when limned, 
will fill onr sonlB with the glow of their ontbnal- 
aam. Such art la Imitation and not copying. Tbe 
former is nandiwork, tue latter soul-work. Many 
persons may make it their vocation to walk tn tha 
path of utarist. They may drink in Hla very words, 
may repeat Uls acts, aud yet may not bo lor alL 
tbat Christian men or women. 
What U Imltotton 
of Jesus! Not to repeat His acta or words, Uke ao. 
artist who copies Hue for Une, shadow for shadow. 
We do not Imitate Iiun except as we fflow with 
His spirit and are filled with Hla aims. The 
preacher then drew a picture of Christ washing 
the leet of His disciples on the eve of the Passover. 
The Pope every year repeated this ancient cere­ 
mony of tho Jews.

A BDSrKNSION OF 8FEÜ1E PAYMKNTS 
by the Bank of England took place between 1797 
and 1819—a period of twenty-two years. Alter 18H 
the law required a banking reserve to be main­ 
tained. In 1834, however, the directors permitted 
their stock of buUlon to decline from £10,721,000 on 
tho Mth of December to £l,2eo,ooo on the same 
date twelve months later, 
a tremendous panic 
IbUowod. Again, in 1837-30, the Bank was com­ 
pelled to borrow £2,ow,ooo from the Bank of 
Franoe; and even after this aid was rendered the 
traUlon was reduced to £2,404,ooo, causing intense 
alarm. A third trial occurred In 1847, when the 
banking reserve was permitted to fail to £l,176,ooo.

WM made, and in little more than six weeks the 
reserve declined from £4,020,000to £967,ooo.

In iseo tbe rule was adopted of raising the 
rate of interest by steps of l per cent «whenever 
the object of the rise made It necessary to affect 
tho foreign exchanges.» This poucy has since en­ 
abled England to snstam Itself in periods of pro- 
fbond depression. The drain of sliver from Europe 
to India, to pay for Indian cotton, between 1862 
and 1865, was in nils manner successlnUy with­ 
stood.

THE MONET MARKET. 
Notwithstanding the Improvement in the banks 
and a gain by them during the week ol over 
$6,000,000 m legal tenders, money was stringent 
and only first class borrowers have been able to 
obtain loans on approved secnrities as low as 6 a 7 
per cent. The rates have generally ranged firom 
1-64 to )4 per diem. Discounts were heavy at 12, 
18 and 24 per cent. Until near the close foreign 
exchange was weak, and only rallied with the ad­ 
vance of the English bank rate. Tbe increased 
strength was shown In both long and short ster­ 
ling and In cable transiera.

THE GOLD MABkET.

The work of pubUsblag the results of the last 
census and of arranging for preservation and 
reference the enormous amount oi mannscrlpt 
records and files of the office has been completed 
under the superintendence ol Mr. Francis J. 
Walker, who resigned irom the department last 
Februr.ry to accept a position in private life, but 
bos since, at the request of Secretary Delano, and 
in order that the continuity of plan and pro­ 
cedure might not be Interrupted, contlnued in 
charge of matters relating to the census without 
salary, giving to the work so much of his time and 
aUcnüon as was required. 
The annual report of the Secretary of the Inte­ 
rior will show that the United s u te s geological 
and geographical survey of the Territories, under 
the dlrecUou of this Department, has continued Its 
operations In the West during the past season with 
its usual success. The field-work was begun about 
the middle of May. The district recommended for 
the work of the year 1873 embraced the eastern 
porUon of Colorado, lying between parallels 38 dcg. 
and 40 deg. 20 mln. north, and between meridians 
104 deg. SO mln. and 107 deg. west, and comprised 
about 20,000 square miles. This area was divided 
Into three districts and the survey of each en­ 
trusted to a mixed party of geologists and topog- 
laphers. Toe northern district Included the Mid- 
ale Park; the mldule, the South Park, and the 
Muthem. the San Lula Valley, The whole area, 
which is about 160 miles broad, embraces the 
grandest ranges of mountains and the greatest 
group of lolty peaks known on the Continent. 
From the snmmit of Mount Lincoln, between 
the middle and south parks, over 20 peaks, i4,ooo 
feet and upwards, and 200 whose summits rise 
above 12.000 feet, can be seen, besides the three 
parties menUoned above, there were three other 
parties, one of which earned on the pnmary trt- 
angulattons from the summits of the most im- 
porUnt peaks in the dlstrtct. A photographic and 
•a quartermaster’s party also formed p an of the 
«ganlzaüon, which may be regarded as unusually 
complete for the duties for which U la designed. 
A preliminary field map was prepared In the spring, 
tiased on the land surveys of this department, 
which indicated those portions which were least 
known and which needed the most careful ex. 
animation. It is the purpose of the survey to 
carry on a careful and systematic work which 
■kan not be required to be performed again while 
the Territories remain as wards of the general 
government. The results of the season’s work are 
In the highest degree satisfactory in all depart­ 
ments. The collections In geology, boUny and 
aatnral history and the photographic views are as 
extensive and valuable as those of the previous 
year» 
Ttoe Forthcom lBg C iv il Service E zsm i- 
nation In Wevr Y ork. 
The Chief Examiner of the Civil service has com­ 
pleted the arrangemenu for the examination In 
Mew York on the 13th Inst, for admission to the 
civil service. This will be the first district examl- 
nauon under the new rules. The ezaminaUon wUl 
be held in the fourth story of the building at the 
northwest comer of Broadway and Eleventh street. 
Seventy candidates have been summoned, who 
will compete lor prospective vacancies in the In­ 
terior, Treasury and Post Office departments. The 
elvU service rules require that clerks ammlnted 
•Bder them shall be commissioned for probationary 
terms 
01 
six 
months, 
during 
which their 
conduct and capacity shall be tested. The Exam­ 
ining Board of the Treasury Department has re­ 
cently made Inquiry concerning fifty-five first class 
clerks thus appointed in that department In the 
month of May last. 
Tlie clerks were personaUy 
examined as to their knowledge of their duties; 
their work was examined, and the judgment of-the 
beads of thetr divisions and officers concerning 
them was taken. The result was satisfactory In 
every case. The general testimony of their supe­ 
riors Is that 
they are excellent clerks, and 
much 
superior 
in 
average 
capacity 
and 
efflctency to those appointed nnder the old sys­ 
tem. Thus far 115 clerks have been admitted to the 
Iteasnry Department under the Civil Service rules, 
wf whom but one has been dropped at the expira­ 
tion of bis probationary appointment. The advo­ 
cates of the Civil Service reform consider that this 
fkct settles the question as to the power of the 
competitive system to test fitness for clerical 
service. 
They also claim that the rules have 
streaUy benefited the service, not only by prevcnu 
tng worthless appointments, but by preventing 
the appointment, for personal or political reasons, 
cf persons whose senricesare not required. It 1s 
said that formerly places conld always be fonnd for 
those whose political infinence was strong enough, 
tout now officers of the Department ask for addi­ 
tional Clerks only when their services are really 
needed.

By cable telegram from Paris we are informed 
that Daond Pacha, the eminent Turkish statesman, 
died at Biarritz on Satnrday, the 8th Inst. 
The deceased Minister and diplomat of the Otto­ 
man Porte was bora at OoniUnttnople In March, 
1816. He belonged to one of the oldest Christian 
tamules In Tnrxey, and which suffered daring the 
persecntions of 1827. He has oeen about thlrty-su 
years In 
the 
service of the Porte, having, 
after a complete 
nntverslty coarse at Berlin, 
commenced bis 
official 
career 
as 
Professor 
of Modem Languages In 
the Ottoman Mlli- 
Ury 
College 
at 
Constantinople. 
He 
after­ 
wards entered the diplomatic line as SecreUry 
to the Ottoman Embassy at Berlin, then at Vienna 
and afterwards at Paris, whence he returned to 
Berlin as Chargé d’Affau»8, which post he held at 
various times for a period of nine years. In 1864 
he accompanied All Pacha as chlei secretary to 
the Conference of Vienna. In 1866 he was Impe­ 
rial Commls sloner lor the question of the naviga­ 
tion of the Danube, and In 1868 went ae chiei sec- 
re u rj with FTiad Pacha to the Conference of Paris. 
In the following year be was named Director Gen­ 
eral of Telegraphs, and under bis auspices sli the 
great lines of telegraphic Communications through­ 
out the Torklsh Empire were commenced. In I96I 
he was selected by tne Porte and the five Powers to 
fulfil the very difficult post of Governor General of 
the Lebanon, with the rank of Muchir or Pacha of 
the highest grade, and was the first Chnstun ever 
named to that rank under the Sublime Porte. 
Daond Pacha spoke French, English, Italian and 
German, and In the first of these languages pub­ 
lished a history of the seven years’ war. He In 
former years gained more than one great prize 
meoal, Ac., by hU writings and dlsseriatlims be­ 
fore the Berlin University, and was a member of 
the Academy of Science in that city. In creed, 
Daoud Pacha was a Catholic Armenian (that is, 
or the sect of Armenians who. while retaining their 
own ancient rites and ceremonies, are in com­ 
munion with the Roman Catholic Chnrch); but, 
aithongh a sincere and even devout member of bis 
own Church, was by no means a bigot, and placed no 
obstacles in the way of Protestaut schools or mis- 
sionsries In Lebanon. 
Wherever amongst the 
natives of Lebanon be fonnd persons of edncation 
and intelligence he employed them, no matter to 
what creed they belonged; and In more than mne 
Instance he braved the ontcrles of Catholics or 
Greeks, and employed native Protesunta in the 
service or government. 
Amongst others be had 
on his personal suff and employed in the police 
corps or the Lebanon an English officer, formerly 
In tos English cavalry, a French officer, who be­ 
longed to the Cbossenrs k Pled, and a Unngarlan 
officer, 
uis commtsslon to the im poruni post 
took place under the following circumsunces 
Alter the civil war in Mount 
Lebanon 
be­ 
tween the Christian and Druse sects, during 
the summer of 1860, the Sultan’s government, as 
well as the five great Powers ol Europe, were in no 
small degree puzzled as to how this vast district 
should be governed lor the tature. 
It was pro­ 
posed at first to select one 01 the native princes of 
the country, but, owing to sectarian disputes and 
Jealonaies, this lócame a simple impossibility. Tbs 
popnlatlon ol Mount Lebanon amonnU to about 
400,000 souls, divided into six sects—Maronltes, 
Greeks, Greek CathoUcs, Druses, Moslems and Met- 
uaus—all hating each other and all determined not 
to be ruled over by any memlier of another creed 
who is a native of the mountain.

majority of the population is Christian, anif iiilv 
recollection of the help 
given to the Druse sect by certain Turkish official#

Charles P. spencer, a son of one 
of the sufferers, got Into the confidence of Stene 
and Woodford, aud the latter confessed to turn that 
he bad fired the barn which was the basis of the 
great fire ol October 28.

Stone, flndlug tnat suspicion was fastened upon 
him, worked with Spencer to convict Wtiodford. 
A plan was made for Woodford to burn the Park 
Hotel, at the Driving Park, on Friday niffhL stone 
and Spencer prouilalng him to fire the village In 
two other places at the same time. Detectives at 
the park caught Woodford In the act, and he made 
a voluntary confession, claiming that he had been 
goaded ftn to do this by the suspicions and insinu­ 
ations of the peo)<le. lie wished tne gain as well 
as the name. Ho dented being concerned in any 
other fires, and ticcuses Stone of starting the great 
flro on October 2«. 
Stone was arrested the same night. 
A mob 
threatened to haug both on hTlday night, an l on 
Saturday morning a gallows was erected In the 
principal street. 
The prisoners were protected. 
They made voluntary statements, one contradict­ 
ing the other. 
At three o'clock P. M. on Satnrday 
they were led through the streets from the lockup 
safely to the irelght boose for examination, and 
were afterwards taken back to jail. A mob also 
threatened to hang them last night, bat It lacked 
leaders and bravery. 
A man named General Gardner, who was sus­ 
pected. came to town and gave himself up. It is 
believed he can prove an alibi. To-night the 
church bells were rang and another lond-volced 
mob met, but their threats of hanging were all 
talk. No one dared approach the village lockup. 
There Is no tear of violence. The feeling Is strong 
auatnst Stone, out t.’icre la little direct proof 
against him. Incendiary fires at Canastota are 
probably ended lor the present.
